The white school on SE Avenue 
G is located on a’ piece of land 
known as the Hand property and 
was purchased from Mrs. - Rut- 
ledge. The land for the colored 
school is a.ten-acre tract in a 
growing cane field and was secur- 
ed from‘the United States Sugar 
Corporation.
